UPSWING YET AGAIN. GOE S STRINGENT RESTRICTIONS ON EGYPTIAN 
TEACHERS AND TECHNICIANS RETURNING TO LIBYA HAVE BEEN 
RELAXED, A EACT WELL-KNOWN IN CAIRO. WE HAVE NO INFORMATION, 
HOWEVER, SUGGETING THAT GOE MILITARY ADVISORS HAVE YET 
RETURNED TO LIBYA. 
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
